given to the washing of it. 
Nothing 


will ruin it quicker than carelessness 
in this, snd it \\ill tak.- MTV few w.ish- 
ino-s of this kiml '» d.i it.

housewife i= move o i . c - r n l of her oil- 
cloth than of her '» -t c.arpc-1, for the 
latter, not lu-lng in "*>' n* n f t l'»- sho 
knows does nut require a- mtic-h care;

needs to be locked alter i cry care- 


fully in order to have it pn-unt as 
n-ood an appearance as possible. 
An 


oil-cloth that has bt-c.il neiilcc ted, aside 
from its not looking as well, will not 
last as long as the one tliat has been 
cared for carefully. 


Too frequent washing, no matter 


how well it is done, will not improve 
oil-cloth in the end. 
Usually this is 


the kind of treatment it receive, for 
few housewives seem to rceopii/.e the 
difference between a dusty oil-cloth and 
a dirty one, and ticat both tlic same. 
After it has had a thorough sweeping, 
if it looks dull and du-ry, go over it, a 
little at a time, \\ith a d>-y mop cloth, 
frequently shaking the cloth outside to 
relieve it of the dust collected in its 
work, and it will look a-i bright as 
though washed and will wear a great 
deal longer. 
Frequent dustings of tho 


oil-cloth will save it many washings, 
and the housewife al^o some extra time 
and strength. 
A long-handled mop is 


just the thing for this work, for with its 
aid the floor can be gone over in one- 
half the time, or even less, than if done 
by hand, and look every bit ns bright 
and clean. 


Never use suap in the water when 


washing oil-cloth; it is good for a great 
many things but this is not one of 
them. 
It will, to be sure, remove any 


grease or dirt there may be, but with 
it it will also remove tlie paint and 
fade the colors. 
An oil-elolh that has 


been always wa.-licd in soap and water 
is easily cliseovei ed by its failed look. 
Ammonia should ne\c-r be used in the 
water, which is one c.f the few things 
for which it can not be recommended, 
although some uumc'ii u^e it for this 
work. It m-iy nut injure.' the colors or 
remove the paint, lint it w i l l deaden 
the luster and yive to the cloth a dull, 
dead look. 
There arc M.-ry few house- 


wives that do not know that a brush 
should be used on oil-cloth only on 
rare occasions, and that only a, very 
soft one should be used then. 
Whor. 


mi oil-cloth has been neglected, anc 
by faulty 
washings or divings .the 


water or stuls lin- been allowed to set- 
tle and dry between the- rough sur- 
face-., a brush is the unh thing that 
will thoroughly remove it, but it should 
be a soft one and u«ed as lightly as 
possible, but jtistenouuh scouring done 
to loosen and remove the sediment 


Use clean, warm water, or milk and 


water, which is much to be preferred 
when it can l/c conveniently obtained. 
With a clean llannel cloth wash as 
large a space as you can without doing 
much reaching.

flannel or coarse crash for a wiper,

Keep the Best Calves. 


It is the custom with a majority of 


dairymen to sell off their calves and 
replenish their stock by the purchase 
of cows in the market, where the value 
of the cow for her use can be es- 
timated only by her appearance. This 
s not a judicious plan, for it must often 
result in disappointment, no matter 
bow promising the animal may be. A 
much more satisfactory course, and the 
one adopted by the most 
successful 


dairymen, is to select the heifer calves 
from the best milkers in the herd and 
raise them ro take the place of the cows 
sold off because of age or accident, or 
because no longer found to be profita- 
ble. 
Where pains is taken to secure a 


good bull from a stiperioi milking 
strain to use in the herd, selections 
can be made from the calves that, when 
properly raised, may be depended upon, 
to prove profitable milkers, and thus 
the herd be improved from year to 
year. 
It will cobt le«s to raise the 


calves than to buy row-, and the result 
will 
be 
much more satisfactory.—•

It has been stated by a Chicago pap<.-r 


that big pressure is being brought to 
bear upon Receiver McNulta, of tho Wa- 
bash road to induce him to advance tho 
freight rates on his road between Deca- 
tur and the Mississippi river.

the Government In Doine for the 


Advancement of Science. 


Government tends to become steadily 


more costly, not only in this but in 
other countries. The average cost of 
the British Government is fully fifteen 
million dollars a year more than it wns 
ten years ago, exclusive of war opera- 
tions. The expenditures of tho United 
States have increased quite as much in 
the same time, although the interest 
on the public debt has been largely re- 
duced. But this country, at least, gets 
much more for its money than it did 
in former times. 
The Government, for 


example has become the leading agent 
in gathering material for the study of 
science. 


Probably there are not many people 


who realize what an amount and variety 
of work is done in this direction by 
means of public funds. 
Many of the 


departments in which this service is 
performed have been long established, 
while others arc of comparatively re- 
cent foundation. 
The earth, the air. 


the sea and the sky are studied by 
most capable experts. Tho Govern- 
ment supports a Geological Survey to 
examine the structure of the soil and 
the roeks. The surface of the earth, 
the coastrlinc, tho tides, tho coast cur- 
rents and the river channels are ascer- 
tained and mapped by the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. Then there is the 
weather service of the War Depart- 
ment, which not only is the most per- 
fect service of the kind in the world, 
but is providing a mass of material for 
the exact study of the science of mete- 
orology, which is unexampled in its

Naval Observatory at Washington does 
more for astronomy than any other ob-

SauticiU Almanac, wh.it no private in- 
stitution would be likely to provide, so 
costly is the work. 


Another group ol scientific depart- 


ments is that which comprises the Fish 
Commission, the Entomological Com- 
mission :ind the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. 
By these, which were estab- 


lished chii'ily to furnish 
practical in- 


formation for farmers and fishermen, 
an immense number of most useful 
scientific facts itr.i galhoivd and duly 
an'iinRocl. 
Nor j-hould we limit a 
men- 


tion of the Smithsonian Institution, for 
although it was founded and endowed 
by private funds, all its operations are 
conducted by persons who are ap- 
pointed by 
iiuthority of the United 


States Government. 
Medicine, too, is 


under great obligations to the liberal 
policy of the Government, 
Most im- 


portant contributions to surgery have 
been made in the publication of the 
surgical records of the civil war. The 
navy, too, has given and still gives 
great aid in the same direction; and 
the National Board of Health will, in 
time, solve many problems relating to 
the introduction and spread of great 
epidemic diseases. 


Nor is the scientific activity of tho 


Government confined to fcucli ^material 
things as we have named. 
The great 


scientific work of this decade is the 
magnificent report on the census of 
1880. 
There is hardly in existence such 


a body of useful and 
accurate in- 


formation 
in 
reference 
to 
_ 
any 


country of the 
world, 
as 
is 
to 


be found in these portly 
volumes. 


Furthermore, the Government employs 
a Commissioner of Labor Statistics, 
whose duty it is to procure and present 
facts concerning the condition of those 
who arc employed to work for wages. 
His work supplements that which is 
done in the several States with the 
same object in view, and together they 
will furnish a noble mass of material 
for the social philosopher of the future 
to digest. 


This is but a partial list of tho vari- 


ous forms in which the National Gov- 
ernment is aiding in the advancement 
of science, though it includes all the 
most important branches. 
There are 


those who think that such matters are 
wholly outside nf the province of tho 
Government. 
They would find it very 


diffiult to prove that the Coast Survey, 
for instance, had not been of immense 
service to the country; and they would 
only be laughed at, -t they were to sa) 
that the work of the survey should b< 
confined strictly to mapping the coast 
and should let science alone.

in general will think that what has | 
been done is well done, and that the | 
Government might wisely even extend

its operations in the field of science.—
